The  Chest  Clinic  for  this  area  is  held  at  the  North  Devon 
Infirmary,  Barnstaple. 

Tuberculosis.  Treatment  for  tuberculosis  is  carried  out  at  the 
Hawley  Sanitorium  in  the  Borough  of  Barnstaple  and  Hawkmoor  Sanitorium 
near  Bovey  Tracey. 

Veneral  Disease.  There  were  no  reports  of  Veneral  Disease.  The 
nearest  centre  for  treatment  is  at  Barnstaple  North  Devon  Infirmary 
and  any  cases  that  occur  in  this  Urban  District  go  direct  to  Barnstaple. 

Ambulance  Service. 


The  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  is 
maintained  by  the  County  Council  and  the  Health  Committee  frave  arranged 
for  this  to  be  provided  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association.  The 
Staff  consists  of  one  part  time  and  eight  volunteer  members.  The 
vehicle  is  garaged  at  Cross  Street,  Lynton.  The  Hospital  Car  Service 
is  available  on  application  by  the  Doctor  to  the  Hospital. 

Isolation  of  Infectious  Diseases. 


The  nearest  Isolation  Hospital  for  infectious  diseases  is  at  The 
Kingsley  Hospital,  Bideford. 

Maternity. 

There  are  two  beds  for  maternity  cases  at  the  Lynton  and  District 
Cottage  Hospital  with  a  fully  qualified  staff  available.  At  the  North 
Devon  Informary  there  is  an  additional  ward  available  for  cases  of 
difficulty. 

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Care. 


Ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  are  conducted  at  The  Lynton  Cottage 
Hospital  by  each  General  Practitioner  in  co-operation  with  the  local 
Midwife  and  Hospital  Staff.

Child  Welfare.

Home  Helps  Scheme. 

The  Home  nursing  Service  is  carried  out  by  one  District  Nurse  in 
conjunction  with  nursing  and  midwifery  duties.  In  addition, 
assistance  in  the  homo  is  given  by  one  Homo  Help. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  is  carried  out  by  the  General  Practitioners 
of  the  area;  also  at  Welfare  Centres  and  School  Clinics. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Facilities  arc  available  for  Bacteriological  examinations  of  all 
kinds  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  7,  Dix’s  Fiold,  Exeter. 
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WATER  SUPPiy 


The  North  Devon  Water  Board  continued  work  during  1957  on  the 
water  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  new  intake,  raw  water 
reservoir  and  treatment  works  at  Dean  Steep  on  the  West  Ilkerton 
River  to  provide  an  entirely  new  supply  for  Lynton  and  Lynmouth 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £62,000.  Good  progress  is  hoing  made 
and  to-date  the  Intake  and  Raw  Water  reservoir  has  hecn  completed 
and  the  Treatment  Works  will  he  completed  during  the  early  part  of 
1958, 


The  following  samples  of  water  have  heen  taken  from  the  main 
town  and  private  supplies  :- 

North  Devon  Water  Board  Main  Piped  Supply: -  6  samples 

equivalent  to  a  class  one  piped  supply. 

Private  Supplies:-  2  samples  equivalent  to  a  class  one  piped  eupply, 

6  samples  Unsatisfactory, 

All  unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed  up  with  repeat 
samples  and  the  necessary  work  of  improvement  to  the  source  Being 
carried  out  hy  the  owners. 

SWIMMING,  POOLk... 

Only  one  swimming  pool  is  in  operation  in  the  Urban  District 
this  being  under  the  Control  of  the  Local  Authority.  The  pool 
is  situated  on  the  Esplanade  foreshore  and  is  covered  completely 
by  each  tide. 


PUBL IC  CLEANSING. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  both  from  household 
and  trade  premises  continued  satisfactorily  during  1957« 

Weekly  collections  have  been  made  during  Winter  months  and  bi¬ 
weekly  collections  from  the  large  houses  during  the  holiday 
periods-  have  been  maintained.  Larger  Hotels  and  Restaurants 
have  received  additional  collections  as  necessary. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 


The  refuse  tip  was  frequently  treated  during  the  year  with 
Warfarin  and  the  results  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  complaints  from  private  dwellings  increased 
but  the  Council's  part  time  Rodent  Operator  has  been  able  to 
deal  with  the  additional  work  without  further  assistance.
